The  falling  off  in  assets  above  liabilities  for  the  past  two 
years  is  readily  accounted  for  by  the  expense  on  the  County 
Bridge  in  1895  and  the  settlement  of  the  H.  F.  Morse  account  in 
1896.  At  the  same  time  the  savings  bank  tax  and  literary  fund 
have  fallen  off  considerably. 

While  the  usual  tax  of  1  per  cent,  is  sufficient  for  regular  run- 
ning expenses,  a  tax  of  i  and  1-2  per  cent,  is  recommended  for  the 
coming  year,  so  that  the  highways  may  be  put  in  a  little  better 
shape  and  so  that  the  town  may  be  able  to  meet  an  unexpected 
call  without  the  trouble  and  expense  of  borrowing. 

The  foregoing  is  presented  as  a  true  statement  of  cash  re- 
ceived and  expended  for  the  past  year  ;  also  of  assets  and  liabil- 
ities of  the  town  as  presented  by  the  selectmen  and  treasurer, 
whose  accounts  I  find  correct  and  properly  vouched.
